All the Phildren of the orphanage have the advantage of a good school 
for cight mdgaths in the year under efficient teachers and attend Sunday 
Schoo! and preaching every Sunday. and those who are christians are tra 
el in chri-tidn work in their own senior an4 juntor, B. Y. P. U's and altogeth 
er are our ghidrea at the orphanage are delag opi ali y fitted for useful 
christian citizenship. . -

It thus forms a bond of union, ‘nd has probably been 
the greatpst - force omong Southern Raptist for the unification of our 
denomination , : 

Through the missionary and enlistment forces of the Home Missioa

The Board has just closed the most remarkable year of its history, boch 
in the ampunt of funds received and in the results accomplished. as was 
shown in jhe Board's report to the Southern Baptist Convention in Chatta- 
nooga in May .
